An Invitation. 

During the past winter 4,870 dif¬ 
ferent samples of farmers’ seed have 
been sent in to The North-West Line 
Elevators Association for germination 
tests. As a result of the prevalence of 
frost damage in northern areas, par¬ 
ticularly to oats and barley, the re¬ 
sults of the tests have been of great 
importance to farmers availing them¬ 
selves of the service. 

About 2.500 farmers have asked us 
to make growing tests in the field in 
order to determine the varietal purity 
of their stocks. We have undertaken 
to do this for wheat varieties only. In 
oats, varietal purity is hard to estab¬ 
lish and, since it is largely a matter 
of feed, purity is of small concern 
except to seed -growers. Barley is 
more difficult than wheat, and we 
hesitate to burden university or gov¬ 
ernment cerealists unduly. 

We shall, therefore, have about 
2.000 samples of wheat seed planted 
for purity tests. In nearly all cases, 
the plots will be identical with the 
crops the individual farmers con¬ 
cerned are growing, since they volun¬ 
tarily sent their own seed in to us. 
The plots will be located at the Uni¬ 
versity of Manitoba. • 

I take this opportunity of inviting 
farmers and others who may be in 
Winnipeg this summer to visit our 
office, laboratory and plots. Our ad¬ 
dress is 763 Grain Exchange Building. 
At the same time you can visit the 
Dominion Grain Inspection Offices 
and the Grain Research Laboratory 
of the Board of Grain Commissioners.
